RY cleaning does not necessarily 
mean cleaning without liquids. It 
does mean cleaning without water 

and may be done bf the use Of gaso- 
Ime, benzine or carbon tetrachloride, 


which act as solvents of grease, dust, : 
&¢., or powders, meals and so on may 


be used to absorb the spots. 

Dipping the eutire garment into the 
cleaning fluid 1s jess likely to leave 
spots. Benzine and carbon tetra- 
chloride are preferable to gasoline for 
home use because the odor is ndt so 
strong nor so lssting as that of gaso- 
Hae. If gasolins is used the best qual- 
ity high-test gas should be purehased 
not only because it has less odor, bus 
because it contains no foreign sub- 
stance ard is not 60 likely to discolor the 
fabric. Carbon tetrachloride is really 
the safest cleansing fluid, as gasoline 
and benzine are extremely inflam- 
mable. 

Powders used in dry cleaning are 
French chalk, magnesium carbonate, 
cornmeal, Fullers earth, starch and 
talcum, and these should be used 
warm. Théy are used chiefly for fresh- 
ly spilled liquids and are effectual for 
ink and blood stains and grease spots.
